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Newly-elected tribal chairman supports city casino

The reluctance on the part of Aaron Payment, the 
recently elected chairman of the Sault Ste. Mane Tnbe of 
Chippewa Indians, to build a casino in Romulus has been 
greatly exaggerated, according to city officials. 

Mayor Alan Lambert, who met last week with the 
majority of the tribal council and Payment at their 
Greektown Casino in Detroit said that the tribe is still 
completely behind the Romulus casino project 

“The council actually had a vote regarding the 
Romulus casino last week right before we met” said 
Lambert “It was a unanimous decision with a 12-0 vote to 
go forward with the Romulus casino." 

Lambert said that Payment told him personally that he 
has been misquoted and that he was never against a casi¬ 
no in Romulus. 
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But that time has passed and he is not 
opposed to this casino.

“He said that he believed the other properties in Flint 
and Monroe should have been looked into further,” said 
Lambert “But that time has passed and he is not opposed 


to this casino.” 

That differs from recent reports that quoted Payment 
as saying that he did not want the casino in Romulus 
because it was too close to the Greektown facility. 

Regardless of what has been said in the past Lambert 
said that the 12-member council made it clear to him that 
are behind this project 


“Right in front of Payment the members of the council 
told me that they make the decisions for the tribe and 
they are behind the project with or without the support of 
their new chairman,” said Lambert 

Payment was elected to the position of chairman in the 
June elections for the tribe leadership. It was the first 
time in almost two decades that a new leader had been 
chosen in the tribe. Payment beat incumbent Bernard 
Bouschor-a major proponent of the proposed Romulus 
casino-in a hard-fought election. 

At the same time, six new members of the tribal coun¬ 
cil were elected, which caused some concern about the 
status of the Romulus project, but Lambert said all con¬ 
cerns were put to rest last week with the supportive vote. 

The proposed $350 million casino, conference center, 
golf course and hotel would bring an anticipated 17,500 
people to Romulus each day. It would have more than 
2,500 slot machines and 90 table games.

Police nab suspects 
in double murder case

Romulus police have four sus¬ 
pects in custody in connection 
with a double murder that took 
place early Sunday morning, 
according to police officials. 

The victims, Amanda 
Zarbaugh, a 20-year-old Romulus 
resident and DeShone Moore, a 
23-year-old Inkster man, were 
found shot to death at Zarbaugh’s 
residence on Northline Road in 
Romulus, after police responded 
to a shots fired report, said offi¬ 
cials. 

“The crime still appears to be 
robbery-motivated with drugs 
being involved,” said Lt. John 
Leacher of the Romulus Police 
Department 

However, Leacher said that at 
this point in the investigation, 
police believe that the victims 
did not know their assailants. 

By Monday afternoon, just 36 
hours after discovery of the 
crime, Romulus police had fol¬ 
lowed up a number of leads and 
brought in three suspects, he 
said. 


One female and two males 
from Monroe County and Inkster 
were in custody. 

The fourth suspect, a Detroit 
man, was arrested at 1:30 a.m. 
Tuesday. 

Romulus police received 
assistance from the Detroit 
Police Department in finding 
and bringing the fourth suspect 
into custody. 

At press time, none of the sus¬ 
pects had been charged in the 
case, but police said that would 
most likely happen sooa 

“I would think that they will 
be charged and arraigned some¬ 
time this week,” said Leacher, 
“once we have everything togeth¬ 
er to go to the prosecutor.” 

The range of the possible 
charges can be anything from 
murder in the first degree to rob¬ 
bery charges. 

“In something like this, there 
tend to be a lot of charges that 
can be filed, because so many 
different felonies are commit¬ 
ted,” said Leacher “That is up to 
the prosecutor’s office.” 

Leacher said police are con¬ 
tinuing to follow leads.

Officials in the City of Wayne 
said they think the miscreants 
who started a fire in the old 
Nankin Hospital last week 
returned a few days later to finish 
the job. 

The building, located on 
Michigan Avenue a few blocks 
west of Wayne Road, was con¬ 
sumed by fire early Saturday 
morning, according to Wayne Fire 
Chief Rob Dahlman. The depart¬ 
ment received the call at about 2 
am., he aid. 

“When units arrived, they 
found fire shooting from the 
roof,” Dahlman said. “We quickly 
set up a defensive perimeter to 
save the other building nearby.” 

That building, which houses 
the offices of The Journal 
Newspapers, suffered minor 
water damage, but was left struc¬ 
turally intact 

“That’s to be expected when 
you consider the amount of water 
we used on it,” Dahlman said. 

The fire had been well under 
way before the call came in to the 
dispatch department, Dahlman 
said. As they were on the scene, 
the second floor of the old hospi¬ 
tal collapsed into the first and the 
structure became even more 
unsteady, he said. The boarded 
up condition of the building hin¬ 
dered the ability of the firefight¬ 
ers to fight the fire, he added. 

“It was very difficult for us to 
even try to get into the building,” 
he said. ‘We were trying to keep 
people out of it. We knew we 
wouldn’t try to send anyone 
inside because there was a good 
possibility they’d get hurt 

“The walls were in terrible 
shape,” he added. “We couldn’t

get anywhere near the thing. We 
didn’t want to get anyone too 
close. 

“We had to get some trucks 
from the Department of Public 
Works out to take down some of 
the walls.” 

Dahlman said there were 15 
firefighters battling the blaze, 
including some support units 
from the City of Westland. He esti¬ 
mated that they used about 
200,000 gallons of water, although 
a final tally hadn’t been complet¬ 
ed Tuesday morning. 
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When units arrived, 
they found fire shooting 
from the roof.

“We know we had about 2 feet 
of water in the basement,” 
Dahlman said. 

It was the second time in a 
week that the department was 
called to the building, which has 
been vacant for about 4 years. 
Two other fires had been set 
there in the early morning hours 
of July 13. Investigators quickly 
surmised that they were the work 
of arsonists. The Saturday morn¬ 
ing fires were, too, Dahlman said. 

“Our main thing right now is 
that we need the help of the pub- 
lic to help find who did this,” 
Dahlman said. “It is an arson 
fire.” 

The building itself has long 
concerned officials in the City of 


Wayne, who have fought to have 
the building either cleaned up 
and brought up to code or tom 
down. 

Since the place has been visit¬ 
ed by arsonists twice in one week, 
city officials are even more keen 
to have the unsafe building razed. 

“That was not an option,” said 
City Councilman Don Hartford 
about the possibility of leaving it 
as a target for future ne’er-do- 
wells. “It’s still unsafe. There’s 
not a chance that that could stay 
up.” 

The city has torn down the 
bulk of the original structure, but 
the efforts have stalled there, 
because they can’t locate Kiu Liu, 
the man who allegedly owns the 
properly. 

“We’re hying to get in contact 
with him,” Dahlman said. “He’s 
very difficult to get a hold of.” 

He said he would still recom¬ 
mend the entire structure be tom 
down, because it represents a 
safety hazard and a target for van¬ 
dals and other criminals. 

“I still believe it’s an imminent 
danger,” Dahlman said. “It’s a 
dilapidated building. We’re trying 
to use all the power we have to 
correct the problem as quickly as 
possible.” 

Dahlman also wanted to pass 
along thanks to the Westland Fire 
Department, the DPW depart¬ 
ment and to Winchell’s Donuts, 
which is locat¬ 
ed across the 
street from the 
fire scene. 

They provided 
refreshments 
to firefighters 
as they battled 
the blaze 
through the

Artists will soon invade 
Belleville and take their works to 
the streets.

others. 

Belleville and the Central 
Business Community along with 
the Arts Council, developed, 
sponsored and co-managed the 
first Belleville Art Colony in 
1997. The concept of an ‘Artist in 
Residence” brought professional 
artists to the city to demonstrate 
and encourage other artists to 
join in their efforts. The Art 
Colony began in August 1997 
with artists in attendance every 
Tuesday, Thursday and Sunday 
of the month, according to the 
group. 

“When it first began, it took 
place in all three Belleville 
parks,” said Janet Millard, orga¬ 
nizer of the event 

The central group of artists 
participating in the Belleville Art 
Colony will be professionals who 
have been selected to help with 
their example and their exper¬ 
tise. The professional artists will 
be designated as “Artist in 
Residence,” according to Lianne 
Clair, member of the BACA 

“Local and area artists will be 
painting and drawing on site and 
available to discuss their various 
mediums of art,” she said. 
“People can see artists at their 
easels painting portraits, land¬ 
scapes, sunsets, flowers and 
abstracts. You can also purchase 
art directly from the artist” 

Kovach has lived in the area 


for more than 50 years. She is 
also one of the original founders 
of the Art Colony, and just recent¬ 
ly had an endowment in her 
name. 

Now retired, Kovach contin¬ 
ues to make her contribution to 
the community by volunteering 
at the schools and teaching art 
classes. Currently, she teaches at 
the Visteon family center and 
remains active in the BACA and 
the Art Colony. 

During the event, Kovach will 
create her art pieces using 
watercolor. She said that she is 
still considering what exactly she 
will create. 

“The theme is 10 different 
things around Belleville, mostly 
involving the city heritage,” she 
said. “Horizon Park, the 
Victorian house, Hillside 
Cemetery, Main Street and the 
Belleville Bridge will all be pos¬ 
sibilities.”

Sandra Meyer, who will take 
part in the Art Colony for a sec¬ 
ond year, said she is inspired by 
nature, her grandchildren and 
things around her. She said she 
began painting when she was 13 
years old. 

“My grandmother gave me a 
paint-by-numbers kit and instead 
of using the numbers I throw 
them away, kept the paint, and 
went to work,” she said. “Ever 
since then I have been painting 
Although I don’t do it for a living, 
I wish that I could.” 

Last year one of her pieces 
placed third. She will be at the 
colony all four days this year in 
hopes of winning another prize. 

Somers has an extensive art 
background and is a professional 
artist She is a primitive painter 
who always incorporates a sea¬ 
son into her themes. 

“I’m inspired by people, his¬ 
toric buildings and things that 
are simple,” she said.

Voters will face a crowded field of candidates in several places 
when they go to the polls for the Aug. 3 primary election. 

In Plymouth Township, 11 candidates seek four open trustee spots 
and there are two candidates vying for each of the full-time elected 
positions. 

In Canton Township, the full-time elected officials are running 
unopposed, barring a write-in campaign, but there are 10 candidates 
seeking four open trustee spots. 

In Van Buren Township, seven seek four trustee spots and all the 
full-time elected positions are contested, as vvell. 

It could be a very interesting election in all of those communities. 

It’s difficult to encapsulate all endorsements into one editorial, so 
we will attempt to make our choices in installments. 

Plymouth Township 

The Plymouth Township Board of Trustees will have a different 
look next year Steve Mann, the current supervisor, is not seeking re- 
election to that office, deciding instead to pursue a legal career He is 
a candidate for the part-time trustee post, though. Ron Griffith, a 
long-time trustee, has moved out of the community, leaving an open 
seat, as well. It’s a perfect opportunity for a mixture of new faces to 
gain experience with veteran board members. 

The four Republican candidates we’d like to see on the November 
ballot are Mann, incumbents Kay Arnold and Chuck Curmi and Dennis 
Cebulski. the current chair of the planning commissioa 

Mann served one term as supervisor, and during that time, a lot 
was accomplished. Much of it had been in the discussion phases for 
years, but he was the person to help propel it to fruition. We think 
he’s earned his spot on the board for that His legal knowledge will be 
a boon to the board, too. 

Arnold has served 12 years on the board, and provides an experi¬ 
enced point of view as well as the ability to keep a steady head. She 
represents the best interests of the community well. 

Curmi has played an important role on the board for the past 12 
years.

Anyone in the City of Wayne 
will probably tell you that it won’t 
be easy to turn around the image 
of the city. 

There are just too many used 
car lots, dilapidated houses, 
creaky hotels and other under¬ 
utilized properties along the 
main roads to make it feasible to 
make any speedy transforma¬ 
tions in the city. 

Progress has been made, but 
it will still be a long process, 
made even slower because 
sometimes the people who can 
push for the types of change nec¬ 
essary. . .don’t 

The Wayne Planning 
Commission, for example, had a 
perfect opportunity last week to 
make a minor change that could 
spark additional improvements. 

They discussed a new oil 
change facility that is going to be 
constructed along Michigan 
Avenue. It will be located just 
east of the railroad viaduct and 
back up to the Rouge River 

I know, you’re probably think¬ 
ing: just what we need. But the 
building looks nice, and it’s cer¬ 
tainly an upgrade over the 
vacant lot that is there now. It 
looks good, it meets all the 
requirements, the zoning is prop¬ 
er, so on it goes. 

Except Commissioner Kurt 


Kuban made a suggestion that 
the commission include, as a 
requirement for the approval, 
the construction of some type of 
screening at the back of the prop¬ 
erty. He’s concerned with conser¬ 
vation type issues, and gets 
angered when he sees illegal 
dumping taking place in the city. 

During his annual attempts to 
clean up the river and during 
canoe trips down it, he’s seen the 
evidence of that type of dumping 
at many other area businesses. 
The property may be a target for 
that type of activity, as the nearby 
properties were and a screen of 
some type would help alleviate 
the idea. 

It’s a good idea, and it’s exact¬ 
ly what a planning commission is 
supposed to do.

Before the vote, one commis¬ 
sioner said they would still have 
a problem with the issue. 


because there

types of 
screen on the properties on 
either side of the new develop¬ 
ment 

That’s not really the point, 
though. Obviously, you can’t 
make an existing property owner 
do something new. But you can 
tell an incoming developer that 
the city is trying to clean up 
issues like this, and make the 
case that it would be better for 
both parties if the screening wall 
were installed. I mean, what 
property owner wants someone 
coming onto their property, ille¬ 
gally dumping things? 

Kuban never mentioned what 
type of screen he would have 
liked to see there. It could have 
been anything from a tasteful 
fence, to a row of trees, decora¬ 
tive brick - in short, anything that 
would look better than some dis¬ 
carded tires. 

Maybe there’s some kind of 
reluctance on the part of the 
commission to try to push the 
envelope, to get developers to do 
more than just a bargain base¬ 
ment plans. To me, it comes back 
to pride and confidence. We 
should push that pride in the

U.S. Robotics is 
owned by Lawrence 
Robinson (Bruce 
Greenwood).

Blind Baseball: 
A Fathers’ War 

A. Green 


Blind Baseball: A Father’s War 
should be required reading for all 
men, husbands and fathers as a 
point of reference for what could 
and, most likely, will happen in 
the event of the most vile form of 
family war - divorce. 

In Blind Baseball, a term not 
revealed until the end of the 
read, Ypsilanti author A. Green 
takes readers on a vivid and 
unforgettable ride through the 
monstrous divorce of Barry and 
Sally (Sal) Ballinger. Divorce is no 
easy task, mentally, spiritually, 
financially or legally. In a system 
that pretends to offer equal 
opportunity for both parties 
involved, the divorce process is 
only a formality that leads to the 
wife gaining money, property and 
custody, as depicted in Blind 
Baseball. Green offers explicit 
detail of the legal maze that men 
are required to maneuver 
through blindly with many of the 
avenues leading to mere dead 
ends. 

The story, that takes place 


between Berlin and Ann Arbor, in 
the early 1980s, starts when nar¬ 
rator and hero, Barry, receives 
his summons for divorce from his 
tenacious “idiot savant” wife, Sal. 
It appears, at first, to be nothing 
new for Barry and nothing more 
than cry for attention by Sal. We 
learn that this was the second 
divorce filed by Sal and Barry has 
suffered through several previous 
separations due to her adulterous 
behavior Each time, though, they 
have reconciled and moved on 
and each time they added a new 
offspring, six in all. And in the 
end it’s the children that suffer 
the most 

The children are actually the 
catalysts that spark the explosion 
and destroy an American family. 
A system that is supposed to grant 
equal custody rights to the father 
is twisted and turned and basical¬ 
ly ignored from top to bottom as 


Barry fights to 
save his busi¬ 
nesses, his sani¬ 
ty and his family. 
“She can assert 
anything and 
I’m guilty until I 
can prove I’m innocent,” Barry 
said. That is the uphill battle that 
he fights. As Green writes later, 
“the world has been turned 
upside down.” 

Barry’s world is not only 
turned upside down but inside 
out as he strives to meet the 
incredible demands set forth by 
the courts and the irreversible, 
mental and financial, damage 
caused by Sal’s personal assault 
on him. 

Sal lies about Barry’s ability as 
a father, purposefully ruins his 
credit, systematically destroys his 
business and attempts to turn his 
own children against him. In the 
long run she succeeds. She calls 
him a religious fanatic because of 
his association with the Spirit of 
God Church and helps him get 
committed into St Mary’s psychi¬ 
atric ward because of it Barry 
loses everything except, surpris¬

Representatives from law 
enforcement agencies from all 
across the state traveled to 
Wayne last week to celebrate the 
opening of a new K-9 training 
facility in the city. 

Terry Fbley, a long-time member 
of the Wayne Police Department, 
said when he opened the training 
facility off Filbert Street, south of 
Michigan Avenue, it was the fulfill¬ 
ment of a long-time dream. 

“When this facility was built, it 
was built for you, so the (K-9 offi¬ 
cers) could do a better job for 
you,” he told the assembled 
crowd last Wednesday. 

Foley has been a K-9 handler 
for 17 years, the last 11 of which 
he’s worked for the City of Wayne. 
He’s a virtual legend in the field, 
having trained officers and their 
dogs for departments throughout 


the state. 

“He’s a great guy,” said Ofc. 
Timo Demers from Southgate. 
He and his German Shepherd 
partner, Apollo, were one of 
many teams in attendance. “He’s 
done so much for us, and so 
much for the field. He does 
things without getting paid for it; 
you can tell it’s what he loves to 
do.” 

The facility is designed for 
both police department dogs and 
for civilian training services, 
according to Fbley. The two-level 
building contains a large open 
area on the first floor where dogs 
can practice their chasing and 
takedown maneuvers and an 
upstairs loft where they get train¬ 
ing in the more delicate areas of 
their work 

There K-9 officers will find an 
obstacle course of a variety of 
items that may or may not have 
things hidden in them. The idea 


is to have the dogs walk by and 
sniff them, and to teach them to 
find and recover various sorts of 
contraband, according to Ofc. 
Dan Fbley of Wyandotte, no rela¬ 
tion to Terry Foley. The dogs have 
to sift through things like car 
parts and filing cabinets. 
Different items are set up for 
dogs trained to sniff out explo¬ 
sives, because they require a dif¬ 
ferent set of skills, according to 
Dan Foley. 

They rely more on their noses 
than muzzles and claws to find 
illegal substances. 

“We sure don’t want the dogs 
to bite, scratch and claw at some¬ 
thing that might be explosive,” he 
said. 

Members of the teams put on 
demonstrations throughout the 
opening celebratioa Wayne offi¬ 
cials said they were impressed 
with what the dogs could do. 

“It’s amazing the way they can 
go from nothing, to 100 percent 
and then back to nothing, just like 
that” said Wayne City Councilman 
Don Hartford, wincing in sympa¬ 
thy as an armor-padded officer 
was chased, captured,taken 
down and immobilized by a 
police dog. 

“They are amazing animals,” 
agreed Judge Laura Mack from 
the 29th District Court in Wayne. 

Wayne Mayor A1 Haidous said 
he appreciated the work Foley 
had done for the department and 
his role in bringing the facility 
from Romulus to the city. 

“We always 
like to have new 
businesses in 
town,” he said.

What can you get for $100,000 
and three and a half days of 
blood, sweat and tears? 

For Robert Costanza, the 
owner of Station 885 in Plymouth, 
the answer is a retro-style trendy 
new restaurant and bar 

Although it is the same Station 
885 on the outside, the inside of 
the restaurant received a com¬ 
plete makeover from top to bot¬ 
tom, according to Costanza. 

The vaulted ceilings and walls 
were painted. 

Carpet was 
ripped up and 
replaced with 
tiles. Even the 
coat rack was 
updated with a 
fresh coat of 
paint The dated 
wallpaper was 
torn off and the 
walls are now 
washed in warm 
hip colors: 
bright greens and yellows. The 
roof went from a neutral beige 
color to a hot terra cotta. 

The obtrusive hanging light 
fixtures were ousted and newer, 
sleeker ones rest in their places, 
each section of the restaurant 
actually has a different style of 
lighting but all flow together with 
the same streamlined look The 
plastic tablecloths were discard¬ 
ed - along with the country-style 
chairs. Old booths went out one 
door as new ones came in anoth¬ 
er. Tables were resurfaced and 
new contemporary-style chairs 
were brought in to maintain the 
modern and clean look that 
Costanza and his team envi¬ 
sioned. 

‘Tfs like a fresh cut on a rose,” 
Costanza said of the need for the 
makeover “If it’s not a fresh cut, 
it dies right away.” 

He may have a chance to 
smell the roses if the new look 
continues to catch on through the 
community like it has. 

“They love it,” he said of the 
customers that have come in 
since the renovation. He said that 
this is the first interior design 


remodel in 12 years. Although 
Costanza played traffic controller 
to eight painters and 25-30 work¬

It was important that the 
remodeling was completed as 
quickly as possible. Costanza 
said. The 885 clan started on 
June 6 and everything was 
rapped up and ready by June 9. A 
big part of the success was the 
effort of family members and 
employees. 

“In this business you can’t 
afford to be closed down,” he 
said. ‘1 think of everyone here as

Several of his employees have 
worked at 885 for 16 and even 20 
years and, because of their dedi¬ 
cation, he feels the renovation is 
a way to show his appreciation to 
them.

Mountain hideaway touches the soul 


Like a dying ember in a campfire 
catching a breeze, my love for the great 
American old west rekindled. It was see¬ 
ing video of former President Ronald 
Reagan’s ranch that triggered it 

Closing my eyes, I drifted back to days 
at the Bellota (Bay-oh-tah) Ranch high 
in the mountains east of Tucson, AZ. It’d 
been a journey to the old west, of cow¬ 
boys and the wind whispering a lullaby 
as I walked by the mesquite rail fence. 

Nestled between the Ricon and Santa 
Catalina Mountains some 5,000 feet high 
and an hour’s drive up 15 miles of twists 
and turns in a 4-wheeler is where you 
step into a pretty much-unchanged world 
that began in 1890. Lem and Harry 
Redfield settled here that year, built a 
small adobe ranch house, and went to 
work raising cattle. 

In 1931, the original house was remod¬ 
eled and a wing was added, all built 
around a courtyard complete with foun¬ 
tain. 

In 1999, Bob Cote, owner of the 
Tanque Verde guest ranch bought this 
chunk of paradise. 

And 112 years later, on a cool, quiet 
January evening, I sat on a hill watching 
a surreal vista of a sky aflame in pro¬ 
found reds and purples merged with 
white jet vapor trails crisscrossing the 
sky. 

The vapor trails were the only 
reminder it was the 21st century. 

I imagined the Redfield brothers on 
this very hill, long before television, way 
before radio. Harry points at the 
evening star growing brighter by the 
moment 

“Makes me wanna’ make a wish,” 
Lem says. 

“Yup, sure does,” Harry answers. 


“Don’t know what ya’d wish for though, 
since we got heaven right here.” 

Sitting next to the swimming pool— 
creatively constructed by lopping off the 
top half of a huge water storage tank—I 
enjoyed a peaceful, easy feeling. 

We’d ridden that day for hours, high 
into the mountains atop surefooted hors¬ 
es that traversed precarious rocky trails. 

A swim and nap after lunch followed 
by a hike in the foothills had primed us 
for the feedbag.
